News From Petrograd

ARCHITECTS PLAN TO 


REMODEL THE CITIES 


[BY ASSOCIATED PiiE.S3.l- 
London, Nov. 21.—British''architects 
and town-planning experts, who are 
making plans for a great remodeling 
of British cities after the war, declare 
that one of the most successful experi- 
ments in new types of industrial and 
urban housing is that which has been 
made by the Italian Good Dwellings 
society in Rome. The idea of adopt- 
ing something similar in England has 
been proposed. 
"The Italian society," says a report 
on the Rome experiment, "has erected 
a block of working-class flats contain- 
ing 600 dwellings, designed for all 
types and sizes of families. The flats 
are built on four sides of a square, 
with a garden in the center, in which 
the 'children's house' stands by itself. 


"You 
enter the quadrangle by a 
great gateway. To the left is a room 
for storing baby carriages and blcy-, 
cles. To the right is 
the porter's 
office, the postofflce and telephones for 
general use. Inside, nearest the gate, 
are flower beds and an open space for 
the pleasure of everyone. J3eyond are 
the children's gardens, then the lit- 
tle low building called the children s 
house, a charming place, white, with 
great windows that stand open to the 
Sir, and covered with rambler roses. 
Here is the nursery school for chil- 
dren under seven. Another big room 
in the children's house is the after 
school,' where the children over seven 
do their home lessons on returning 
from school, under supervision and in 
conditions that they could not. pc«- 
sibly find in their own homes. 
.'xhe -after school,' 
the 
nursery 
school and the cloak rooms occupy 
the whole of the front of the children s 
house. On the other side there is a 
CTOUP- ot rooms whose use is In com- 
mon to the whole establishment. There 
ia a large common room 
for 
the 
women^ fitted with electric • sewing 
machines and electric irons, which 
can be used on payment ot a small 
sum.. Here also are 
great 
cutting 
tables and sewing tab es such 
as 
women know to be invaluable In sew- 
ing work but which are impossible to 
small homes. A commoa wash house 
and laundry is in the basement of the 
b"'TWsScentral building also contains 
a 'surgery.' where a doctor is in at- 
tendance at stated times and any ten- 
ant may have free advice.. If tenants 
need attention in their own apart- 
ments there is a. fee of 20 cents. Twice 
a week the doctor examines all the 
"*?& Cbu.ldfngs are equipped with 
numerous bath rooms, but hot water 
is available only at stated times. 
"The flats are of various sires. Over- 
crowding is forbidden, and tuallies 
must move into larger flats as- their 
"umbers increase. The largest flats 
are designed to accommodate the par- 
tits and five children. Tenants.who 
rise above a certain standard in the 
care of their dwellings receive a per- 
centaee of their rent/back in an an- 
nual bonus."

Yet he 
holds that while 
force and revolution may be justified 
to relieve intolerable conditions, yet a 
flnai settlement, one that will place 
the dairy Industry on a atable and 
business-like! basis, must be brought 
about -by peaceful means. 
He .-be- 
lieves that the crux of the situation 
is that the farmer must take over the 
entire responsibility for the country 
handling of his milk, if he is to finally 
dominate the Industry and secure con- 
sistent and adequate prices. Without 
aome such means, the milk producers 
organizations will ultimately fail In 
protecting the interests of their mem- 


ein answer to his own Question as 
to "How Can We Reach the Goal? 
Commissioner Brigham said: 
The 
more I study the problem, the more I 
am convinced that the very founda- 
tion of success in solving our prob- 
lem lies in the 
co-operation of the 
dairymen o£ the local community to 
own a community milk plant, why? 
Milk as it is drawn from the cpw is 
no longer a marketable product in any 
large city. The 
health authorities 
say that it must be up to a certain 
standard and that it must be pasteur- 
ized to make it safe. The trouble now 
Is that individual producers are offer- 
Ing small lots of n. raw product to, 
dealers who are expected, in most 
cases, to collect it from widely scat- 
tered farms, to aid the final processes 
of manufacture necessary to satisfy 
health requirement, to ship it to mar- 
ket and do all the work of distribu- 
tion 
If the dealer fails to perform all 
these functions,' the'producer has-no 
ina-Jcet for his milk and must let it go 
to viste. I think you will agree that 
this if. strategically a very weak posi;. 
tloii for the producer to occupy. It is 
a position, too, in which the individual 
producer is practically powerless to 
help himself. 
Wo must 
remember 
that this is a time when business is 
done in large units. The farmer who 
has thirty or forty.cows may be the 
most efficient producer, because of the 
personal attention he can give to his 
herd, bub he Is not the most efficient 
marketer. 
The product of the indi- 
vidual milk producer will make little 
impression in the city market, but .the 
product of 
one 
hundred producers, 
brought together at a central plant 
located-on the railroad and processed 
to satisfy all health requirements,' is 
a large enough unit to command at- 
tention, in any market. Again, this is, 
a time when an article..td be readily 
marketable, must be of standard qual- 
ity, so thaCit will pass rapidly through, 
the channels of trade. Our problem 
is to make standard dairy products 
just as available as standard oil, or 
any -other standardized --commodity, • 
the quality of . which no consumer 
questions. A dairy community which 
will take, the necessary steps to bring 
together nt 'a central plant a market-, 
able 'volume, of standard milk has 
practically solved its market prob- 


In discussing the value of milk and. 
the necessity .of informing the' con- 
sumer- of this,' the speaker drew at- 
tention to the investigations made 'in 
New York City following a decrease 
of consumption, owing to increased 
prices.

"The first; thing: I want to empna- 
;aize to you-Is noti-only the national 
but' the International Importance of 
the dairy cow. 'At the present time 
every European country is dangerous^ 
]y short on idairy products and it is 
up to us to partly^supply them. When 
the war Is over, there, will be three- 
fold, seven-fold, yes, a ten-fold de- 
mand for the dairy products of this 
country and • unless we expand the 
dairy industry to a great extent we 
will never be able f.o meet this de- 
mand. 
And so. I want to urge you 
dairymen to increase your number of 
cows for two Important reasons: 
First, that we may be able to supply 
Europe, from the -standpoint of hu- 
manity, and second, from a' commer- 
cial standpoint. There will be a de- 
mand made upon us that we cannot 
realize at thin time,1 so we should be- 
gin to prepare now BO that we may be 
ready when the time comes. 
"I was talking with Hoover at lunch 
the other day and he stated that he 
knew of nothing more important than 
the saving of 'heifer calves. From a 
patriotic point of view, I cannot think 
of anything any more important than 
the saving and conservation of food 
products. 
Since war began, I have 
spoken in two-thirds of the states, and 
in alhmy speeches I have emphasised 
the fact that no work of the soldiers 
is any more important than the neces- 
clty of the farmers increasing their 
food and dairy products.
